PLACE AT THE STAKE. 


Tho Body of Hie Victim Partly Dis* 


man bored Before tho Torch Was 


Applied- Further Lynching 


Looked For. 


Newman, Ga., April 24.—In tho prov­ 
ence of nearly 2000 people who tent aloft 
yells of defiance and shoots of joy, Sam 
Hose, the negro, who committed two of 
the basest acts known to crime, was 
burned at the stake in a public road one 
and one-half miles from here Sunday 
afternoon. 
Before the torch was ap­ 
plied to the pyre. the negro was depriv­ 
ed of his ears, fingers and other portions 
of his anatomy. 
The negro pleaded pit­ 
ifully for his life while the mutilation 
was going on. but stood the ord ii of 
fire with surprising fortitude. 
Before 
the body was cool it was cut to pita’ 's, 
the bones were crushed into small lilts 
and even the tree upon which he met his 
fate was torn np and disposed of as 
souvenirs. 
The negro’s heart was cut in 
several pieces as was also his liver. 
Those unable to obtain these ghastly rel­ 
ics, paid their more fortunate possessor.- j 
extravagant prices for them. 
Small 
pieces of bone went for 25 cents aud a 
bit of the liver crisply cooked sold for 1" 
cents. 
As soon as the negro was seen to bo 
dead. there was a tremendous struggle 
among the crowd which had witness •<! 
his tragic end to secure the souvenirs. 
A rush was made for the stake and 
those near the body were forced against 
it and hail to tight for their freedom. 
Knives were quickly produced and the 
body soon dismembered. One of the men 
who lifted the can of kerosene to tile ne­ 
gro’s head is said to he a native of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
His 
name is known to those who were with­ 
in but they refused to divulge i t 
The 
mob was composed of citizens of New­ 
man, Griffin, Palmetto and other little 
towns in the country round about New­ 
man and of all the farmers who had re­ 
ceived word that the burning was to 
take place. 
Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, former gov­ 
ernor of Georgia, met the mob as he 
was returning from church and appeal­ 
ed to them to let the law take its cour.-e. 
In addressing the mob he used these 
words: 
“Some of you are known to me 
and when this affair is finally settled 
in the courts, you may depend upon it 
that I will testify against you.” A 
member of the mob was seen to draw a 
revolver and level it at Governor Atkin­ 
son, but his arm was seized and the 
pistol taken from him. 
The mob was 
frantic at the delay and would hear to 
nothing but burning at the stake. 
Hose confessed to killing Cranford.but 
denied that he had outraged Mrs. Cran­ 
ford. 
Before being put to death Be­ 
negro stated that he had been paid $12 
by “Lige” Strickland, a negro preacher 
at Palmetto, to kill Cranford. 
A mob 
is scouring the country for Strickland, 
who has left his home, and will lynch 
him if caught. 
Sam Hose killed Alfred Cranford, a 
white farmer near Palmetto and out­ 
raged his wife IO days ago. 
Since that 
time business in that part of the state 
has been suspended, the entire popula­ 
tion turning out in an effort to capture 
Hose. 
He successfully eluded pursuit 
until discovered near Macon. 
Governor Candler has been asked to 
send troops here to preserve order *or a 
day or two as it is feared the negroes 
may wreck vengeance, many threats to 
that effect bavin-' been made.

The excursionists 
returning Sunday night were load I 
down with ghastly reminders of the 
affair in the shape of bones, pieces of 
flesh and parts of the wood which was 
placed at the negro’s feet. 
One of the trains as it passed Fort Mc­ 
Pherson, four miles out of Atlanta, was 
stoned, presumably by negroes. A num­ 
ber of windows were broken and two 
passengers were painfully injured. 
Governor Candler stated during the 
evening that he had been advised that a 
mobof eitizensof Fayetteville and \\ ooi- 
sey were coming to Atlanta to take G •<>. 
W. Kerlin from the jail here arid lynch 
him. Kerlin murdered Miss Pearl Knott 
near Woolsey several days ago and 
threw her body into the river. The gov­ 
ernor ordered eight companies of the 
Fifth infantry (state militia) to be in 
readiness to march to the iail uiion order

These vessels, when eq u ip s I 
ready for sea, will have cost over 
OOO, OOO 
Eight of them are firstelass seagoing 
battleships, as good as any afloat, with­ 
out taking into account the superiority 
of the gunners, machinists and offici-rs 
to man them. 
Sixteen are torpedo boat 
destroyers, averaging 29 knots speed, 
four are heavy harbor defense monitors, 
one is a sister cruiser to the New Or­ 
leans and eighteen are torpedo boats 
One of the most, notable facts about 
tliis vast construction undertaking is its 
distribution, exhibiting the great change 
that has taken place in the shipbuilding 
industry since the organization of the 
nexv navy, the first four ship* were built 
by a single firm. 
Today 14 American 
concerns are buildings ships for the 
navy, and of these 12 are scattered along 
the Atlantic coast from Maine to \ it- 
ginia. and two are on the Pacific, at 
Portland and San Francisco. 
The sheathed cruiser alone is foreign 
built. 
She was bought on the stock* 
from Brazil w’hen the war with Spain 
became inevitable, because Brazil would 
not sell one ship which the United States 
desired without disposing of others at 
the same time. 
The navy department 
needed the Amazon if for nothing else 
than to prevent Spain getting her. 
The 
Nietheroy at a valuation of $575,UUU j 
was made a part of the deal, and after 
a thorough overhauling has become the 
useful Buffalo. 
The Amazon completed cost 81,429,- 
125 and was immediately put to service 
as the New Orleans, I icing the only I 
American warship provided, with smoke­ 
less powder for all batteries. 
Her sister 
ship, the Almirante Abru, was then only 
a few ribs at the Elswick yards at New- 
castle-on-Tynp, but the navy depart 
ment cheerfully took the contract off I 
the Brazilians' hands at the rate <>t $!,- 
250,000 anil by adding $3.>0,000 to thai 
ainonnt soon had a fine cruiser in the 
Albany recently launched.

that the language appeared to have been 
used at a dinner at the club and so 
could not lie regarded as official or a 
public utterance and the sense of that it 
would not warrant the state department 
in acting. 
However, the navy depart­ 
ment is fully competent to take such ac­ 
tion as the case would seem to require. 
W ith this statement the ambassador, 
content for the time at least, will doubt­ 
less await a reasonable length of time 
upon the navy department. 
As a result of his allusion to the con­ 
duct of the German fleet at Manila dur­ 
ing the war with Spain, Captain Joseph 
B. Coghlin will in all probabilities be 
relieved of the command of the Raleigh. 
Secretary Long will not discuss Captain 
Cogblan’s conduct, but he consented to 
say that no action would be taken until 
he had heard from that officer. 
It is 
presumed that Captain Coghlan received 
the letter sent by Secretary Long Sat­ 
urday and it is expected that a reply 
will be in the hands of the secretary by 
tomorrow. 
Until action is taken in the 
matter, it is hoped by department offi 
dais that Captain Coghlan will no> 
make any further public utterances of 
a character reflecting upon the condue 
of Germany during the war.
